LONGEST HOLE EVER BORED. 


This R o a d T hro ugh tho Alp* la Mora 
T h a n Twelva Mile* In Length and Its 
Coat Exceeded Fifteen Millions— Our 
Own Hooaac Tunnel. 


The costliest as well as the biggest 
railroad tunnel in tin* world is lite long 
hole burrowed below the Alps between 
Brigue, Switzerland, and Iselin, Italy. 
This tremendous tunnel, tile Simplon, 
Is 12 miles 537 yards in length and cost 
more than $15,HOO,(MI. 
Several mil­

Air drills and nitroglycerin were used 
In this work for the first tim e on h 
big scale In any American engineering 
work. 
The Iloosac tunnel is four and

A carburetor is a device to atomize 
the gasoline and then mix it in a por­ 
tion with air to make the combination 
highly combustible. 
This is accom­ 
plished by plaeing a fine Jet, through 
whh’h flows the liquid gasoline, in the 
center of the intake manifold, through 
which the air Is sucked ut a high ve­ 
locity by the vacuum formed in the 
cylinder as the piston descends on the 
suction stroke 
T he air passing over 
the Jct forms a vacuum at Its nozzle. 
(hereby sucking the gasoline out of the 
Jet, atomizing and mixing It in tho 
churning effect of the m ixture as it 
pusses through til© manifold. 
As an 
automobile engine has neither a con­ 
stant loud m»r speed, it is necessary to 
put a salve in tile intake manifold in 
order to obstruct the passage, thereby 
cutting dow n the charge and reducing 
lite "peed of flu* engine. 
'Fills valve Is 
known as the throttle and is usually 
of the butterfly type and operated by 
the hand on a lever on the steeling 
wheel and by the foot on tin* accelera­ 
tor pedal. 
The proportion of gasoline to air 
i bungos according to the velocity in 
tin* manifold, getting richer at high 
speeds and poorer at low. 
Therefore 
an auxiliary air valve is inserted in the 
muxifold between the mixing cham ber 
and throttle valve, 
'rills valve opens 
under the extra suction produced by 
high 
velocity aud allows air to be 
draw n In, thereby bringing the m ix­ 
ture lank to its proper proportions. 
'rills result Is also accomplished in 
"olm* carburetors by having two gaso­ 
line jets one which is fed directly 
from the gasoline float chamber, en ­ 
riching the mixture on high speed; tho 
other Is fed from the well. the top of 
which Is open to the air. 
'Fills well Is 
fed In turn from the gasoline flout 
chandler through a sm aller orifice than 
It feeds the Jet through. 
At high speed 
the gasoline Is draw n out of tin* Well 
at a g reater rate than It fills; hence a 
certain am ount of air besides the gaso­ 
line Is d raw n from the well, thereby 
Impoverishing I Ids Jct. 


I ii order to autom atically sh u t "ft 
the gasoline from Hie carburetor when 
the engine Is stopped and also to regu­ 
late the flow a ms si Ie valve Is inserted 
Into the orifice of the gasoline line. The 
valve Is operated by m eans of a float. 
which Is m inuted by tin* rise aud full 
of tin* gasoline I i i tlx* float chamber. 
\ s the gasoline rises It raises the float, 
which salsrs one end of a lover and 
lowers the oilier end. which is attach* 
• **1 to the needle valve, thereby allow 
lug tim gasoline t<> flow Into the float 
chn miter or to shut It off.

surface, 
lf the reflectors are not read 
By rem ovable try removing the dust lij 
blowing It off or by flicking it off with 
a cloth, afte r which the soft tunnel 
cloth can be used to brighten up the 
surface.

w a r m room, and w hen I took it out aft-

use it, as it h ad probably gone stale. 
D o you k n o w a n y th in g about th is ? 
Ak a rule gasoline docs not become 
stale, especially when kept In a closed 
can and not exposed to the atm os­ 
phere. 
Gasoline is nothing more or 
less limn condensed vafjor, and evap­ 
oration affects the quantity more than 
the quality. 
If exposed to tile atm os­ 
phere for a long period of time the 
quality w ill depreciate slightly, but not 
enough to affect the running of your 
engine. 
If you should leave a five 
gallon can of h igh grade gasoline ex­ 
posed to the a ir for any length of time 
Hie gasoline would disappear by evap­ 
oration and leave no residue. 
When 
kept iii closed cans evaporation cannot 
take place; hence the quality calinut 
he affected. 


W h a t is m e a n t by the cycle of a g a s 
a n g in a ? 
By the cycle of a ga* engine Is m eant 
th a t series of events by which the fuel 
is draw n In, compressed, exploded and 
exhausted to produce the power stroke. 
The events In each cycle in their order 
are adm ission, compression, explosion 
and exhaust. 
Gasoline engines are di­ 
vided into tw o classes, according to 
the nullifier o f strokes of til© pistons 
t hut are necessary to accomplish the 
cycle. 
In the usual type four strokes 
tiro necessary, this class being called 
the four stroke cycle or four cycle type 
in distinction to tho two stroke cycle 
or tw o cycle type. in which but tw o 
strokes are required.
